TELEGRAPHING BY Suoxa.—Capt. Murc.
an Englishman, has recently written'a w
entitled—*I'be Prairie and Overland Tr.
er.” In it he suggests for the useof the
my o system of telegraphing by smoke, w
be discovered to he in use among the-
ans. For example, when two eolumns
marchiog through a country at such di
ces apars thet smeke may be seen from o

to the other, their reapecnre pusitions m
be made known to each other at any time by
two smojes raised simultaneously or ut cer-
tain preconceried intervals. Should the com-
mander of one columo desire to ¢ommuni-
cate with the other, he raises three smoies
simultaneously, which, if seen by the other
party, should be responded to in the sarme
manner. They wouold then hold them:elves
in readiness for any other communications.
If an euemy is discovered in small numbers,
a smoke raised twice at fifteen minutes io-
terval would indicate it; and if in large force,
three times with the same intervals might
he the signal. Should the commander of
ote party desire the otherto join him, this
might be telegraphed by four smokes at ten
minutes interval. Should it become necessary
to change the direction of the line of march,
the commander may transmit the order by
means of two simultaneous smokes raised a
certain number of times to indicate the par-
ticular direction; for instance, twice for north,
three times for south, four times for east and
five times for west; three smokes raised twice
for northeast, three times for northwest,
&e., &c. By multiplying the combinations of
signals a great variety of messages might
he transmitted in this manner; but, to avoid
wnistakes, the signals should he written
down and copies furnished "the commander
of each separate party, and they need not
necessarily be made known to other persons.
